codes. Mr. Whiting sums up his conclusions as 
follows: 
“The allowance of 10 feet between buildings in 


uncongested districts is about the average found in 
building codes, altho a greater distance is advisable 
and often specified; and in some cases the space is 
increased to 30 feet or more. If an ordinance limiting 
the distance between buildings had been provided in 
the buildiag code of Atlanta, Ga., the conflagration 
of May 21, 1917, might have resulted not so disas- 
trously. It is next to impossible for firemen to fight 
a fire satisfactorily between two burning buildings, if 
the space between them is not wide enough for two 
persons to pass comfortably, which seems to have been 
the case in Atlanta. 

“The width of building lots is a matter that should 
be carefully thought out and regulated by local author- 
ities and especially in a congested dwelling house dis- 
trict and should not be permitted less than 35 feet; 
better still, platted with a width of from 40 to 50 
feet, thus allowing liberal space on each side of every 
dwelling.

U. S. Finds Industrial Housing 
Improves Labor Conditions 
S PEAKING at the recent National Housing Con- 
ference in Chicago, Mr. Liefur Magnusson, 

Special Agent of the Bureau of Labor at Washington, 
gave tentative conclusions as to the result of an im- 
portant Government investigation still in progress. 
For two years he has been investigating housing con- 
ditions for the Government and his report at present 
covers the work of 700 employers in housing their 
employees. He stated that 213 firms provided hous- 
ing facilities for 34 per cent of 467,000 men. For five 
years sixty companies expended an amount equal to 
20 per cent of the total payroll in erecting houses for 
42 per cent of their employes. Below are fourteen 
results of company housing, given in his own words: 

( 1) Better class of workmen. 

( 2) Greater stability in supplying of labor. 

( 3) Reduction in number of “Floaters.” 

( 4) Better living conditions. 

( 5) Greater loyalty from employes. 
6) More contented employes. 
7) More efficient employes.

T THE present time, when the cost of all mate- 
rials is so high and labor so hard to obtain, a 
survey of the elements of cost entering into 

the construction of a workman’s house is bound to 
prove of interest, and any steps which can be taken 
to reduce costs or point out cheaper methods of con- 
struction are sure to be welcomed. 

In approaching this subject it seemed to me that it 
would help to clarify the subject in our minds if we 
first think of the necessary elements of a house as dis- 
tinct from the desirable features which are not essen- 
tial and the luxuries which are usually added. 

The essential features of a modern city house may 
be summarized as follows: 

Water tight roof, walls and floors. 

Bedroom for parents. 

Bedroom for male children, if any. 

Bedroom for female children, if any. 

One or more living rooms for cooking, eating and 
general day use. 

Private toilet room with sanitary water closet and sewer 
connection. 

Suitable heating arrangements. 





Running water supply fit for drinking. 

Kitchen sink with waste connected to sewer. 

Uninterrupted day light and ventilation thru windows in 
every room. 

Further additions required by the American family 
and considered by them as essentials are: 

Cellar. 

Closets. 

Bathtub with running water. 

Window screens. 

Separate parlor. 

Among the many improvements which are usually 
included in a house of any kind may be enumerated: 

Porches and piazzas. } 

Lavatory bowls. 

Hot water supply to bath and bowl. 

Window shades. 

Window blinds. 

Dining room separate from parlor or kitchen. 

Electric lighting or gas piping. 

Wall paper. 

Laundry tubs. 

Kitchen stove (furnished by builder instead of by tenant). 

Any attempt, such as the above, to divide essentials 
from luxuries must come in for a 
good deal of criticism, as there is 
bound to be a divergence of opin- 
ion upon the details of such a list. 
The classification suggested will at 
least serve to indicate the line on 
which the planning of a house 
should be studied in view of the 
need for strict economy in design- 
ing and building necessary to bring 
the building down to a cost that will 
not be unremunerative. 

Many of the unskilled workmen 
whose homes we wish to build have 
come from countries where four 
walls and a roof are considered a 
sufficient shelter from the elements 
to make a home. Altho we do 
want to see them housed in a better

manner than this, yet it is not necessary to give them 
six-roomed houses with cellars, furnace heat, running 
hot water, lavatory bowls, picture mouldings and all 
the other desirable comforts and luxuries that are

sanitary accommodations and has sufficient bedrooms 
for the sexes to sleep apart. 

Given these, we may be assured that the essential 
requirements for the workmen’s health, safety, com- 
fort and convenience are taken care of. 

In most of our recent housing developments, how- 
ever, the houses built have so elaborate and 
expensive that only the higher paid men in the plant 
can afford to use them. The really crying need is 
better housing for the lowest paid unskilled workmen 


been 


and we must realize this and do 
something to improve his living 
conditions, even if we cannot af- 
ford to build the ideal houses that 
our inclinations and theories lead 
us to. 


Planning and Architectural Design 


In planning a workman’s house, 
if a single house is being consid- 
ered, the square house will always 
be found to be relatively cheaper 
and more economical. As the plan 
changes from square to oblong, the 
ratio of wall area to floor space 
increases and with it the cost. Any 
departure from the right angle 
means increased labor and waste of 


materials in cutting. 


Steel Forms in Place for Pouring the Second 


Valleys and dormers in the roof not only add to its 
cost, but to its maintenance, as these are the points 
where leaks first make their appearance. 

Any attempt to beautify the elevation has to be paid 
for. Each dormer, every valley, each moulding and 
railing, has to be reckoned up in dollars, and where 
it becomes a question of sacrificing necessary floor 
space for internal convenience, for outside embellish- 
ment, the tenant, were he given a chance to vote, 
would almost invariably choose the interior necessities 
rather than the external luxuries or higher rent. 

I am as desirous as any of seeing 
the working man housed in build- 
ings that are beautiful and artistic; 
but I do feel that I would rather 
house him in a building that was 
plain and unattractive looking on 
the outside than not house him at 
all and leave him to exist in the pig 
sty that too often he has to call 
home. 

The flat roof is very seldom used 
in housing, partly because the build- 
ing of a sloping roof is a habit and 
partly because the flat roof is unat- 
tractive in appearance. I think that 
the last difficulty is one that can 
be overcome and as the cost of the 
flat roof, both in first cost and in 
maintenance is much less than the 
pitched roof, we ought to accustom 

ourselves to its appearance and get the benefit of the 
resulting economy. 

No applied architectural ornament can equal the 
beauty or permanence of a careful planting of shade 
trees, shrubs and vines. The cost is considerably less 
and the result is far more pleasing. It is a great dis- 
appointment to visit some of the model villages that 
are being built and compare them with the original 
perspective view drawn by the optimistic town planner.

HUNDRED concrete dwellings have just been 
completed in Donora, Pa., at the rate of one 
every three days. This brings to our mind 

vivid recollection of the public statement of Thomas 
A. Edison that he was going to pour a concrete house 
in an hour or so. 

This accomplishment, made by the Aberthaw Con- 
struction Co., of Boston, Mass., establishes a record 
far above any similar performance, and it shows the 
possibilities when a contract of this kind is undertaken

by a large reputable contractor with abundant equip- 
ment, financial resources and with a highly perfected 
organization. 

The large contracting companies have made a spe- 
cialty of rapid construction in the past and have been 


organized to do work with efficiency and dispatch. 
This, however, is the first case on record where one 
of these companies has applied the same methods to 
reproduction of a large group of smaller buildings. 
Description of Dwellings 

The houses were built for the American Steel & 
Wire Co., being neat and attractive and of eight dif- 
ferent styles. They contain four, five or six rooms 
each with a bath and cellar. A few double houses 
were erected with party walls; but the great majority 
of them are detached. The average dimensions are 
about 26 by 26 feet. The six-room houses contain 
living room, dining room and kitchen on the first floor, 
and three chambers and bath on the upper floor. The

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cost of the houses varied from $2,000 to $3,300, these 
prices including gas, furnaces and cooking ranges, 
electric lighting and the usual improved kitchen and 
bathroom equipment. 

All houses are of the box type with solid reinforced 
concrete walls 6 inches thick. There is a flat concrete 
roof, and on top of this a spruce framing is built up 
covered with asbestos slate. This gives the house a 
more artistic appearance than would otherwise be 
possible. The floors are of the ribbed reinforced con- 
crete type, with the ribs or beams spanning between 
the outer and interior walls. In the cellar these ribs 
are left exposed, but in the other floors plaster board 
is nailed to strips left in the concrete and a finish 
plaster coat made. 


Speed Possible Thru Standardized Designs and Forms 

The fact that this work was undertaken and accom- 
plished with such speed and satisfaction was due to 
the application of methods used on large buildings 
to the building of 100 individual establishments. The 
designs were thoroly worked out in the first place, and 
standardized forms and wooden forms were 
used on successive rows of houses.

The steel forms are of the special channel type 
patented by the Lambie Concrete House Corporation, 
and consist of 9-inch channels which are set up ver- 
tically and are connected together with clips and

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panying illustrations. A 4 by 4-inch steel angle is set 
up at the corner of the building and the forms are 
lined up longitudinally by a steel channel used to form 
a belt course. This not only fastens the forms of 
the lower floor, but is bolted into the floor reinforce- 
ment and remains in place as a support for the second- 
story forms. It is removed after all the concrete has 
heen poured. 

The houses were constructed in groups, a set of 
forms being used for a group and then taken down 
as quickly as possible and used for the next group. 
Usually the forms were set up for one-story wall and 
floor together, and then concrete was poured for this 
section all at one time. To complete one story takes 
about seven days, and working at this rate a house 
of two floors and a cellar is completely concreted in 
three weeks, and with twelve sets of forms the same 
number of form houses are completed in this period. 
Subsequent to this, plumbing, heating, plastering, roof- 
ing and finishing must be completed, requiring about 
five weeks more. These twelve houses were completed 
in the first eight weeks, and twelve every three weeks 
thereafter.

CONSTRUCTION METHODS HE SHOULD USE FOR RETARDING FIRE— DETAILS OF CHIMNEYS AND FLUES 


By Ralph W. Ermeling, Architect 


ORE fires in every state in the Union origi- 
M nate in defective chimneys than from any 

other single cause. This includes flues and 
stovepipe connections. 

Chimneys are built of masonry and metal—both 
materials excellent conductors of heat. Woodwork 
is often placed in direct contact with the chimney. 
Sometimes the chimney is used for support when the 
woodwork is framed into it. The wood, exposed to 
constant heat, becomes tinder. When the chimney 
is old it is not unusual for chinks or open spaces 
to appear in the joints of the masonry, or the metal 
rusts out. With red hot sparks passing thru the flue 
it does not take much imagination to realize that 
the fire department may be called on at any time. If 
the house is not within reach of a fire department so 
much the worse for the house, the people and things 
in it. 

Proper chimney construction is the most important 
structural feature in reducing the chances of fire.

Another hazard is the use of terra cotta, sewer pipe 
or other unprotected tile for a chimney, without sur- 
rounding this flue lining with brick or stone. A flue 
lining is a lining only and does not constitute the struc- 
ture of the chimney. Building chimneys with brick 
set on edge is unfortunately all too common in some 
parts of the country, and it is very little better than 
the unprotected tile chimney. The walls of dwelling 
house chimneys used for stoves, fireplaces or heat- 
ing furnaces—irrespective of the fuel used—should 
never be less than four inches thick, and should always 
be lined with fire clay or terra cotta lining. The use 
of sewer tile or other clay or concrete tubes is dan- 
gerous, as they are very liable to cracking on account 
of unequal expansion of the material itself. The lin- 
ing should start from the bottom of the flue or from 
the throat of the fireplace, and be carried up con- 
tinuously the entire height of the flue. The most dan- 
gerous part is at the hottest point—hence the need for 
the best protection where the fire enters the flue. 


Brick Masons Lay Up Their Walls Carefully and Fashion Strong Arches Over Temporary False Work or Centers. 


One of the reasons why chimneys are such fruit- 
ful—if not frightful—sources of fires is the lack of 
flue linings. Lining of flues prevents the disintegra- 
tion of mortar and bricks due to fuel gases and tem- 
perature expansion. Flue linings should be one inch 
thick, without collars. They should be set in cement 
mortar with the joints struck smooth on the inside, 
the purpose of these precautions being to form a per- 
fectly smooth, tight passage for the heat, flames and 
gases so that there can be no lodgement of hot soot 
or sparks to cause trouble. All spaces between the 
brickwork and lining should be filled with mortar. 
Rectangular flues are more suitable than round ones 
for the reason that they fit the flue space better and 
produce a stronger chimney. 


If brick chimneys are not lined they should be at 
least eight inches thick, and the walls of stone chim- 
neys built at least four inches thicker. This is for 
the ordinary dwelling house. Increase should be made 
for larger buildings. Lack of flue linings, however, 
seem to be almost without reasonable excuse, as their 
use—when properly installed—is a great protection, 
and to that extent a form of insurance. To line the 
chimney is the cheapest in the end. Only lining made 
for the purpose and adapted to withstand high tem- 
peratures should be used. 

An illustration, both in section and elevation, is given 
opposite of standard chimney construction. Build the

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Narrow-Lot Brick Bungalow 

Here is illustrated an inexpensive five- 
room bungalow. The width is 25 feet 
6 inches and the length is 54 feet 9 
inches, which includes two porches in 
the rear and a veranda reaching across 
the whole width of the front. 

The bungalow is planned for the 
north side of the lot facing east, altho 
it might be placed on the left side of 
any lot. The idea is to place the living 
room on the open side of the house, 
looking towards the sun, on the general 
plan of admitting all light and sunshine 
possible to rooms that are used the 
most. 

The plan of this brick bungalow is 
especially well liked because of the extra 
large living room, which when open 
thru to the dining room, makes one 
grand room 25 feet in length. Many 
details, such as built-in buffet, book 
shelves at the side of the fire-place, 
beam ceilings, recessed windows and 
special folding doors, add very much 
to the comfort and attractiveness of this 
large, airy, sunny room. 

One straightaway roof covers the 
house, front veranda and the two 
porches in the rear. It is well known 


by all builders that this style of roof is * 


cheaper to build than separate roofs 
for the projections. In this design the 
roof looks well because it is in keeping 
with the general character of the house. 

Brick veneer works well in the con- 
struction of this bungalow. Bricks are 
porous. A four-inch veneer of brick 
will admit air enough to preserve the 
inner woodwork. This percolation of 
air also is sufficient to prevent damp- 


nessness. For this reason bricks should

brick is economy in the saving of paint. 

At the same time all outside wood- 
work in connection with a brick house 
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requires touching up oftener than a 
wooden house because of the necessary 
contrast between the rough, dull brick 
toning and the smooth, polished, bright 
paint surface of the woodwork. 

Red brick gives a warm tone to a 
house, which is another recommenda- 
tion for the colder sections of the coun- 
try. It also looks solid and substantial, 
which adds a certain sentimental value 
beyond the additional cost. The brick 
mason, of course, must thoroly under- 
stand the laying and anchoring of brick 
when it is used for this purpose. 

The width of foundation wall is 
enough greater to allow for the four- 
inch veneer course, besides a_ water 
table rather wider than is usually fig- 
ured for wooden houses. 

The rear sleeping porch in this design 
is a greath health preserver. Those who 
sleep every night outdoors seldom or 
never suffer from colds. 

Sleeping porch furniture is simple. It 
usually consists of a wide swinging seat 
hung by four chains from the ceiling. It 
is wide enough and long enough for 
comfort and it has ends and a back high 
enough to hold pillows and bedclothes 
and to keep them from sliding down 
on the floor, 

These are several minor details that 
will interest both owners and builders. 

The sliding pantry door, the ice box 
in the far corner of the back porch, the 
arrangement of kitchen furniture, the 
small front hall with its liberal coat 
closet and built in stairway, all carefully 
thought out and adopted because of 
their fitness in a house of this design.

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‘How To Estimate the Cost of Tile Structures 


By C. A. Willson

ONTRARY to the opinion held by a large num- 
C ber of people, the difference in cost between 

tile and wood structures is very small and is 
constantly decreasing. One of the reasons for this 
mistaken belief is the fact that very little, if any, reli- 
able data regarding the cost of tile structures is 
available. 

Consequently, this article has been prepared to enable 
you to estimate, with considerable accuracy, the cost 
of any tile structure you might have an opportunity 
to build. 

There are four different sizes of blocks in general 
use in residence or farm buildings work: namely, 4 by 
5 by 12, 4 by 8 by 12, 8 by 5 by 12 and 8 by 8 by 12. 
After the choice of blocks has been made and the 
plan decided upon, you are ready to commence esti- 
mating. 

Start in by figuring the total area of the outside 
walls, including foundation and footing. Subtract 
from this the sum of the areas of the openings. The 
result will be the area of wall surface. By referring 
to Table I you can easily find the number of blocks 
required. For instance, suppose you are going to use 
8 by 5 by 12 block, to be laid up in a wall 8 inches 
thick. This would make the height of the course 
5% inches, including the mortar joint. In the table, 
under 5% inches, we find 2.1 the number of blocks 
required per square foot of wall. This same factor 
would be used in the case of 4 by 5 by 12 blocks laid 
up in a 4-inch wall, since the height of the course 
remains 5% inches. 

Divide the number of blocks by 1,000 and multiply 
by the price per 1,000 (quoted you by your local

dealer), and you will have the cost of blocks. 

The next item to be considered is the amount of 
mortar required to lay up blocks of different sizes in 
walls of varying thickness. By referring to Table I] 
or Table III you will find the exact amount of cement, 
sand and lime putty required per 1,000 blocks. In 
Table II an allowance of 10 per cent is made for waste, 
while in Table III 20 per cent is allowed. The former 
should be used when estimating jobs when the work 
will be done by experienced masons. Table III is 
used by the writer in estimating material for farm 
buildings where the services of experienced masons 
cannot be secured, and should be used only under these 
conditions. Since 1 cubic yard equals 27 cubic feet 
and 1 barrel of lime will make 8 cubic feet of lime 
putty, it is a simple matter to find the total cost of 
materials, knowing the price per sack of cement, the 
price per cubic yard of sand and the price per barrel 
of lime. 

Lintels over windows and doors are usually made 
by placing reinforcing in the lower corners of a row 
of blocks long enough to span the opening and then 
filling the blocks with concrete. The following data 
may be found useful in estimating the cost of these 
lintels: The lintel should be long enough to span 
the opening and to have a bearing 1 foot on each side. 
A lintel spanning an opening 4 feet wide, or under, 
should be reinforced by 23-inch square deformed stee! 
bars; a lintel spanning an opening 8 feet wide, or 
under, should be reinforced by 254-inch square de- 
formed steel bars. 

From the foregoing information it is a simple mat-

When I first went out among the dealers, talking 
advertising, I was met with the remark: “Advertising 
is no good. It never did anything for me.” 

Upon questioning these dealers closely, I was 
reminded of the man who always complained about 
his wife asking for money. “Why,” he said, “she 
asks me for money every morning and every evening. 
In fact, she bothers me all the time.” A friend asked 
him what she did with all the money. “Well,” he said, 
“I haven’t given her any yet.” 

And so it was with these retail dealers. The ones 
who complained most about advertising had never 
done any. 

Today retail lumber advertising is being put on a 
sound business basis. Every dollar that is spent must 
show results. The advertising that is being done, 
talks the use of building material. This advertising 
is in the form of plan books, posters, newspapers, sign 
boards, circulars and service rooms. Each plays an 
important part in the building up and the maintaining

As an illustration, I recall a dealer in Iowa who 
had purchased some plan books on farm buildings, 
and after distributing them to his farm trade, received, 
among others, several requests for portable hog houses. 
"he average farmer does not have the time to do 
much carpentry work, so this lumber dealer made a 
‘ontract with one of the local carpenters to make a 
number of these portable hog houses, and the dealer 
wrote a letter to his farm trade, making a price for 
hem complete, with the result he sold all they could 
suild, 


Human nature is the same all over, and if you get 


a few inquiries for any article, you may be sure there 
are a large number of people wanting the same thing 
if they only knew about it. 

A dealer in Illinois had two inquiries for implement 
sheds from these books, so he figured out the exact 
cost of the material and advertised the complete bill 
for so much money. He sent out five hundred circu- 
lars to his customers and sold eighteen. That is the

principle of advertising. Find out what people want 
or need, and let them know you have it. 

Another dealer in Minnesota had a great reputation 
among farmers for furnishing clean lumber. I called 
on this dealer and he told me the secret. He said, 
when he first started he didn’t do much business, but 
during his spare time he would go into his lumber 
shed and turn over the lumber so the dust wouldn’t 
settle on any of the boards. As a result he always 
has clean lumber to send out, and the farmers thought 
he must be doing an enormous business to always 
have fresh stock. He was turning over his stock, but 
not the way they thought. Today he has about ten 
yards, and makes his men keep the stock clean. That’s 
another way of advertising, and only costs a little 
work. 

Lumber dealers today are planning their advertising 
as systematically as any other part of their business. 
They realize it is just as necessary to get the building 
material out of their shed as it is to get it in. Many 
of them are putting aside a certain per cent of their 
year’s earnings for advertising. This puts it on a 
strictly business basis, as the volume of business they 
do governs the amount to be spent for advertising. 
This is also a safeguard against some silver tongued 
spell binder who has a high priced advertising service 
to sell which would be as suitable for the town as the 
Woolworth Building. 
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HE Spahn & Rose Lumber Co. has twenty-five 
building material yards located in lowa and 
Illinois, with the main yard at Dubuque, Ia. 

“As a guide in purchasing supplies for the different 

yards,” said G. D. Rose, secretary and treasurer, “we 

use what we call a Summary Sheet for each yard. 

The quantity of each item sold is readily ascertained 

from these sheets, as they show the inventory as of 

January 1, 1916, plus the purchase for 1916, as taken 

from the invoices, minus the inventory of January 1, 

1917. In addition to this, the sheet shows the average 

annual sales over a three-year period for each item. 

When we get ready to purchase, say, a three months’ 

or six months’ supply, we instruct our yard managers 

to send in estimates of the materials needed for that 
period and to refer to the summary sheets to estimate 
the amount rather than to guess at it. Then we use 
copies of the same sheets in the main office to check 
up the branch managers’ estimates. This enables us 
to keep our stocks level—that is, not to have an over- 
supply of one item and an insufficient supply of some 


other item. Incidentally, it speeds up our turnover 


and cuts out the possibility of dead stock. Our pur- 
chasing agent can go down the summary sheet and see 
item for item just what is needed. For example, we 
recently reached the conclusion that prices on a spe- 
cialty we handle were going to advance, and the sales- 
man selling the specialty suggested that we order 
fifteen cars of this material.

thought fifteen cars the right amount, but before 
ordering we referred to our summary and saw that 
we had considerable of this stock on hand, as the 
previous year had not shown sales of the usual 
amount. A careful check showed that instead of 
fifteen cars, we needed only four. It is in this way 
that our summary sheets serve as a guide, not only 
against over-buying, but also against under-buying, 
which is equally bad if we are making purchases just 
as the market is right. 
Definite Credit Terms Reduce Losses 

“We instruct our branch managers to get definite 
terms of payment before selling any goods. The 
cashier in our main office makes a record of these 
terms and as soon as accounts become overdue, he 
takes up the matter with the yard managers, while the 
auditors, who also act in the capacity of advisers, 
follow them up during their visits to the different 
These terms must be lived up to, and we are 
In- 


yards. 
now charging interest on all past due accounts. 
stead of employing a special collection’ agency for old 
accounts, we have formed an agency of our own 
which handles these matters. 

“We came to the conclusion some years ago that it 
is up to the lumber dealer to handle other building 
supplies, specialties and necessities, for unless he 
does, someone else surely will. With the many side- 
lines now coming into the market, and with an active

Electric Glue Pot Saves Time 


The small glue pot shown in the illustration is portable 
and electrically heated. Its use is an advantage to the work- 
man in a great many gluing operations both because of the 
fact that the pot may be placed where it is easy to reach, 
releasing one hand at all times to handle the work, and 
because the glue is always at the proper temperature. In 
the case of extensive gluing of small pieces, requiring 
close attention to the work, it has the added advantage that 
it eliminates interruption of the work, which is necessary 
if the glue is heated at some fixed point in the shop.

of the work. There is a sufficient length of insulated wire 
connected with the heating unit of the pot to provide a wide 
working radius about the wall outlet and this wire may be 
extended if it is necessary. 

The operation of the heating unit is similar to that of 
any portable electrically-heated device such as a coffe pot. 
In use it is simply connected with the wall outlet or lamp 
socket and the current is turned on. It is estimated that 
one cent’s worth of electricity at 10 cents per kilowatt-hour 
will keep a half-pint glue pot hot for five hours.

Miter Box With One-Piece Bed and Back 


The frame of the miter box shown in the illustration is 
of special interest in that the bed and back are cast in one 
piece. The plates, being machined as an integral part of 
the frame, must be straight and square, affording a rigid 
base for the work and insuring accuracy in operation. The 
ribs are raised % inch above the surface to allow clearance 
for sawdust under as well as behind the work. These ribs 
are also effective in preventing slipping. 

Length gauges, placed at each end of the frame for cutting 
duplicate lengths up to 18 inches, are set on swivels and may 
be swung and clamped behind the frame when not required. 
They may be used as back rests for cutting acute angles,

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increasing the range of the box. They may also be used 
for holding curved or irregular shaped pieces. The stock 
gauges on the back of the frame, which are used to hold 
crown moulding and long pieces, may also be swung out of 
the way and clamped behind the box when not required. 

The graduations of the scale are large and clear and being 
cut directly into the frame, will maintain their correct posi- 
tion. The saw guides are provided with detent springs 
which hold the saw elevated while work is being adjusted 
and prevent the saw guides from being drawn entirely out 
of the posts when the saw is raised. The saw may be 
released by gently tapping on top of the guides. The guides 
are unusually long and are turned from solid bar steel. 

The lock for fastening the swinging lever is operated by 
a finger latch. The lever is unlocked by an upward movement 
of the latch. The saw may then be swung to any position, 
and if there is no corresponding notch on the bottom of the 
frame, the lever may be securely locked by pressing up on 
the latch until it catches. The tension of the operating spring 
may be adjusted to suit any hand by the screw which passes 
thru the steel plate under the lever. The saw is 20-gauge 
and has twelve teeth to the inch.

High Grade Cellar Window Hardware 


Cellar windows are often given very little attention, yet 
it is largely dependent upon these windows whether or not 
the basement is really a useful part of the house. It does

the heater and store the coal. With a 
sufficient number of windows, properly 
installed, the cellar will be well lighted 
and easily ventilated—a really useful 
part of the house.

The ability of the cellar windows to 
bring about this result rests largely upon the hardware used 
in their installation. In order to meet the requirements satis- 
factorily and at the same time possess the qualities of 
simplicity and economy, the cellar window set must include 
one piece which will combine a window catch, window lifter 
and lock. The point is well demonstrated in the set shown 
in the illustration. 

The interesting part of this set is a combined fixture of 
the sort just mentioned. The catch is so designed that a 
little snow, ice or dirt behind the window does not inter- 
tere with the closing, the lever drawing the window tight in 
the casing and locking it there. When the lever is thrown 
up, it is automatically locked out of the way. The set includes 
a hook to hold the window open for ventilation.

An interesting type of garage door hanging is shown in 
the accompanying illustration. The construction of this com- 
bination of equipment calls for three doors; one hung sepa- 
rately on T-hinges and the other two connected in series 
with butt hinges and partially supported by T-hinges. The 
suspension of these doors is from a hanger operating in a 
tubular track attached to the wall above. The special hanger, 
which is adjustable to compensate for swelling or settling, 
is attached at the end of the center door and travels back 
and forth in the tubular track as the doors open or close. 
The action is very smooth, insuring easy operation. 

A heavy bracket and permanent spring in conjunction with 
the center bracket support the track. As the doors fold and 
slide back, this spring expands, permitting them to be folded 
flat against the wall. The moment they are stopped, the 
spring holds them firmly in place. The single door, swinging 
independently, makes a capital service door for entering the 
garage when the machine is not to be used. The doors close 
tightly, and since they fold in, there is no chance for the 
snow and ice to block their opening.

The garage door hanger shown in the accompanying draw- 
ing is intended for sliding folding doors and is so designed 
that the doors will fold back at any angle, requiring very 
little space. When closed, the doors fit tightly together, 
which is a necessary feature when the garage is heated during 
the cold months. The hanging balances the strain on the 
doors in such a way that sagging is prevented. Any settle-

ment of the building or other cause which would result in 
the door coming into contact with the floor is easily overcome 
by a simple vertical adjustment on the hanger. A lock washer 
prevents this adjustment from working loose. 

This system of hanging may be used for openings of any 
width and with any number of doors from two to six, having 
a total weight not exceeding 600 pounds. The doors are 
hinged together and hung to the jamb, the supporting hanger 
being attached to the second door from the jamb. The hanger 
operates in a self-cleaning, dirt-proof track. This track is 
fastened directly to the wall at all points, the same as for 
ordinary sliding doors. An extended track is eliminated by 
a swinging arm on the hanger, which permits the 
door to gradually move away from the wall. The 
hanger bolt revolves on a heavy-duty ball bearing 
swivel, which insures easy operation of the doors. 
The trolley wheels are equipped with large roller 
bearings which reduce friction and wear. Ordinarily 
the doors are hung to swing inward, but the equip- 
ment may be used on the outside of the building 
so that the doors will open out, if desired. 
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Shade Adjuster Which Cannot 
Sag at End 


Ordinarily the shade is permanently installed near 
the head jamb of the window. There are times, 
however, when it would be an advantage to have 
the shade hung at a point part way down the casing, 
leaving the upper part of the window clear, but shad- 
ing the lower part of the window. For instance, dur- 
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ing the day time if the shade could be drawn over the lower 
sash of the window in the bedroom, there would be plenty of 
light admitted thru the upper sash, but anyone dressing 
in the room could not be seen from the outside. At night, 
in this room, the shade in its lowered position would not 
“flap” with the upper sash open for ventilating purposes. 
There are certain parts of the day when such an ad- 
justment of the 
shades is al- 
most a neces- 
sity in school 
rooms, where

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desired point. 

The illustra- 
tion shows the 
principal features of such an adjuster. The adjuster consists 
of a shade bar carrying the brackets at its ends and equipped 
with fittings which operate in racks placed on the window 
stops or on the stiles, in some cases. The bar is raised and 
lowered by means of a heavy braided cord which operates 
thru a pulley hanger secured to the head jamb. The end of 
this cord at the shade bar is attached to a coiled spring 
within the bar, so that shade will not drop down. 

The advantages of this adjuster, when it is properly 
installed, are that light and ventilation are under easy con- 
trol, the fixture cannot get out of level, old or new shades 
may be dropped into the brackets without filing or other 
preparation and shades may be removed for renewal or 
cleaning just the same as ordinary shades.

Light on Saw Guard Eliminates Accidents 


One of the objections which workmen have found to the 
ordinary type of circular saw guard is that, with the light

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way, a shadow is cast by the guard upon the part of the 
saw entering the work. This objection has been removed and 
the lighting of the work and the saw has been very much 
improved in a new saw guard shown in the accompanying 
illustration. This guard is equipped with a two-candle power, 
120-volt lamp and reflector, throwing an abundance of light 
right where it is needed. 


The guard is easily attached to any saw table, can be 
adjusted to any desired thickness of stock and can be moved 
backward or forward to fit saws of various sizes. The 
spreader is designed so that it comes close to the saw to 
prevent pieces from becoming caught between the saw and 
the spreader. The guard has two screws for adjusting; one 
to prevent the guard from riding on the stock while the 
operator is working, thereby eliminating all friction, the other 
set about % inch from the top of the guard, allowing a 
slight up and down movement in case the stock is warped 
or crooked, but not enough so that the operator is in any 


danger. 


Window Sleeping Berth 


It is not often that a person can be found who has given 
up outdoor sleeping when he has once become accustomed 
to it. It is common experience that the 
practice of sleeping out-of-doors has a 
very decided effect upon the health. Peo- 
ple who “take cold easily” find that con- 
tinuous outdoor sleeping tends to make 
them immune to colds. Physicians rec- 
ommend the practice and insist upon it in 
some cases. Undoubtedly a great many 
people who now sleep in poorly venti- 
lated bedrooms and find that nine hours’ 
sleep still leaves them with a feeling of 
weariness, would come into the house 
after eight hours in the fresh air with a 
clear head and the feeling of strength 
and good health, if it were possible for 
them to do so. 

Probably the time will never come when 
every house is built with a sleeping porch. 
This need not prevent anyone who wishes 
to do so from sleeping out-of-doors.

Any building may have a window sleep- 
ing berth of the type shown in the illus- 
tration, installed at any window where 
the circulation of air is unimpaired by 
surrounding objects. The conditions for 
outdoor sleeping in one of these berths 
are even better than those which exist 
on the average sleeping porch. 

The frame of this berth is made of 
heavy angle and T-iron, varying in thick- 
ness from % to 3/16 of an inch. The 
outside frame of each end is made of one 
continuous piece forged into the proper 
shape. The entire frame is bolted to- 
gether, is very rigid and substantial and 
is capable of holding many times the 
weight ever placed upon it. The metal 
frame is attached to the building by lag 
screws and expansion bolts at the top of 
the frame, the middle and bottom, and 
also by braces extending below the bottom. With lag screws or 
expansion bolts, the berth can be attached to frame, brick, 
stone or cement buildings. When the building is frame, the 
principal angle-iron is adjusted so that the bolts may pene- 
trate the center of the studding. Each end is put up sepa- 
rately and the rest is bolted piece by piece to the ends. 

The inside measure is 6% by 4% feet, which is large 
enough for the largest bed spring. Since it has a substantial 
floor, a bed of any size may be placed in it. The height 
of the berth is 7 feet. The canvas is 10-ounce khaki. The 
entire top may be raised for sunning the bedclothes during 
the daytime or for sleeping on very hot nights. The shutters 
are instantly adjustable for any kind of weather or for 
any amount of ventilation. The berth is enclosed with heavy 
wire netting, keeping out flies and mosquitoes and making it 
perfectly safe for children. 

This sleeping berth has been on the market long enough 
to thoroly prove its success. Carpenters and builders and 
lumber dealers are acting as sales and installing agents with 
splendid results.

SHOWING A PRACTICAL WAY FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE HIP FOR ANY SHAPE THE ROOF MAY HAVE 


By A. W. Woods 


HERE are a number of ways for developing 

the hip for curved roofs, but the one herewith 

illustrated presents, we believe, all things con- 
sidered, about the best solution for arriving at prob- 
lems of this kind, and especially so where compounded 
curves enters into the problem. It is known as the 
stretch rule system, which is simply dividing the run 
of the common rafter and that of the corresponding 
hip into the same number of parts, that is, by letting 
the common standard rule for one foot represent the 
run of the common rafter, which would be the same 
as taking 12 on the tongue of the steel square, as 
shown in Fig. 1. 

Now, by taking a straight edge piece of wood and 
placing one end at 12 with its edge at the angle that 
the seat of the hip rests from that of the common 
rafter and where it intersects the blade will represent 
the length for the stretch rule as from 12 to 4.97 
(practically 5); this will be the proper length of the 
rule for the octagon hip measurements. If the 
straight edge piece is placed so as to extend from 12 
to 12, it would represent the measurement rule for 
the hip resting on a square corner; and if the straight 
edge extended from 12 to 20.78 (practically 2034), 
it would represent the measure- 
ment rule for the hip resting on a 
triangular corner, and so on for 
any other corner that the hip may 9... 
rest from that of the common raf- | 
ter, it does not make any difference 
what it is. 

In this example we have used 
regular polygonal corners, that is, ath 
they will come around and join, ie 
making a roof of equal sides, but 
that does not matter whether the 
hip is to be developed for a regular ox 
corner or not, just so the straight 


edge is placed on the square at the ry 


angle that the seat of the hip is to 
rest from that of the common raf- 
ter; and divide this improvised 





rule into twelve equal parts and by again dividing 
one of these parts we will have the stretch rule ready 
for business. In other words, it is just the same 
as if we were to take a piece of rubber 12 inches 
long divided into regular standard measurement and 
by holding one end at 12 on the tongue, laying it 
along that member without stretching, it will reach 
to the heel of the square and will represent the length 
of the run of the common rafter for a one-foot run. 
Now, by a little pulling on this rubber rule, it can 
easily be stretched from 12 on the tongue to 5 or to 
12 or 2034 on the blade, and yet in each case its 
markings would be divided into 12 equal parts, assum- 
ing, of course, that its elasticity be the same at all 
parts. Thus it will be seen that the rubber in its 
stretched condition represents the gain in the run of 
the hip over its normal length for the common rafter ; 
but for working purposes it is necessary to have the 
straight edge rule divided as shown, and we are ready 
for business. 

In Fig. 2 is shown an ogee or compound curve for 
the common rafter, and in this case the curves are 
equal and laid off with the trammel, but it does not

In the shop are five threading machines of different 
sizes, each set up to cut a given size of pipe. Two of 
these machines will cut from 1-inch to 4-inch pipe, 
one will cut from 1 inch to 6 inches, and one from 2 
inches to 8 inches. The cutting off of the proper 
lengths for threading is not done by ordinary machines, 
but by metallic band saw machines. There are three 
of these machines, for they work almost twice as fast 
as the threading machines. One saw is placed between 
each two threaders. Near the delivery end of each 
threading machine is a bench for hand work. Usually, 
however, it is intended to have the threading machines, 
of the kind in which the dies remain stationary and 
the pipe revolves, make on their fittings by holding the 
fitting in place on the newly threaded end of the pipe. 
The finished pieces, whether with or without fittings 
made on, are piled in bins between stakes on the 
ground, in the same manner as water pipe and framing. 
No sections are assembled at the shop. 

From a steamfitter’s point of view, the size of this 
shop and of the job may appear from the fact that one 
machine was cutting in one day 1,280 6-inch nipples 
12 inches long, for connections at the boilers. Each 
regiment is to be heated from its own central heating 
plant. But among the 1,700 buildings on the complete 
cantonment there are, for instance, 154 exactly alike, 
each 140 feet long by 43 feet wide. 

At the end of the enlarged shop there was later 
added an ell for a blacksmith shop. This is not to 
be confused with the main blacksmith shop near the

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N practically every building operation there is in- 
volved a certain amount of calculation which must 
be done quickly and accurately. This preliminary 

work is very much expedited by the use of tabulated 
data. Many contractors and builders carry with them 
constantly, small notebooks in which they have copied 
tables, formulae and other information which they 
have found necessary or useful in making such cal- 
culations. The contractor who designs the structures 
which he builds must have a very extensive collection 
of information in this form. He usually has a number 
of handbooks and other books on building construc- 
tion in his office, from which he obtains the data which 
are needed in connection with his design work. Such 
a contractor may prepare his pocket notebook from 
his office books. Every contractor and builder should 
supplement his general study of building subjects with 
a careful study of the use of tabulated data and for- 
mulae related to these subjects. The ability to make 
rapid and accurate calculations is best obtained by 
study of this kind. The user of a handbook, in order 
to obtain the most good out of its use, must not only 
be thoroly acquainted with the range of the subject 
matter which it contains, so that it will be unneces- 
sary for him to refer to the index in order to ascer- 
tain whether or not the particular book contains the 
information which he desires, but he must also be 
able to apply this information to his particular prob- 
lem without waste of time. 

A limited collection of building information is given 
on this and the following pages for the benefit of 
contractors and builders who do not have handbooks 
at their disposal. This information is intended for 
reference and should be studied with this idea in mind. 
Its use will indicate the manner in which a handbook 
is found useful in this field.

Figuring Size of Out-take Flues 
An out-take flue for twenty cows must be capable of hand- 
ling 3953 « 20= 79,060 cubic feet of air per hour. 
Assume an air movement of 250 feet per minute, which 


equals 15,000 feet per hour. 
Area of out-take flue required for twenty cows is found 


as follows: 
79,060 — 15,000 = 5.28 sq. ft. = 790 sq. in. 
Inside dimensions of flue should be 29 by 29 inches. 


Intake Flues 


For every out-take flue there should be a number of intake 
flues whose combined area exceeds that of the out-take flue 
by 10 per cent. 
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The intake flues for twenty cows should have a combined 
area of 790 + 79 = 869 square inches. 

Assume that fourteen intakes will be used, then each must 
have an area of 869 + 14—62 square inches. 

The intake flues should be 8 by 8 inches. 


Intake Register Face 
The size of the intake register face should be figured 
according to the actual ventilating area. Actual areas of

From the load, P, and taking 
into consideration any limitations as to one of the 
dimensions of the washer, the size of the washer may 
be determined from the above table.

82 Reference Data on Building Subjects 


Space Required for Various Articles of 
Furniture and Plumbing 


In planning the size and shape of rooms, the placing 
of windows and otherwise proportioning the interior 
dimensions of the building, the following dimensions 
of furniture will be of assistance: 

Lounges are 6 feet long and about 30 inches wide. 

Dining tables are made from 3 feet 6 inches to 4 feet 
wide and extend from 12 feet to 16 feet. 

Bedsteads are made in three classes. A single bed is 
from 3 feet to 4 feet wide inside; a three-quarter bed, from 
4 feet to 4 feet 6 inches; a double bed, 5 feet. The 
lengths are from 6 feet 6 inches to 6 feet 8 inches, inside. 
Headboards are from 5 feet to 6-feet 6 inches high. 

Chiffoniers are about 3 feet wide, 1 foot 8 inches deep 
and 4 feet 4 inches high. 

Wash stands of large size are 3 feet long, 1 foot 6 
inches wide and 2 feet 7 inches high. Smaller sizes are 
from 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 8 inches long. 

Wardrobes are made 8 feet high, 2 feet deep and 4 feet 
6 inches wide, or 6 feet 9 inches high, 1 foot 5 inches 
deep and 3 feet wide. 

Sideboards are from 4 feet to 6 feet long and from 20 
inches to 2 feet 2 inches deep. 

Upright pianos vary from 4 feet 10 inches to 5 feet 6 
inches in length, from 4 feet to 4 feet 9 inches in height 
and are about 2 feet 4 inches deep over all. 

Baby-grand pianos vary from 5 feet 10 inches to 6 feet 
in length and are about 4 feet 10 inches in width. 

Parlor-grand pianos vary from 5 feet 6 inches to 6 feet 
10 inches in length and are about 4 feet 10 inches in width. 

Concert-grand pianos are about 8 feet 10 inches in 
length and 5 feet in width. 

Billiard tables are 4 feet by 8 feet, 4 feet 6 inches by 9 
feet and 5 feet by 10 feet. Size of room required, 13 
feet by 17 feet, 14 feet by 18 feet and 15 feet by 20 feet, 
respectively. 

Bath tubs of enameled iron with roll rim and sloping 
ends are made 4, 4%, 5, 5% and 6 feet in length, and from 
30 inches to 34 inches in over-all width. Usually 1 or 2 
inches in length should be allowed for the rim and 2 
inches will include an ordinary overflow pipe. 

Wash basins and lavatories of enameled iron are made 
in the following sizes: 16 by 20 inches, 18 by 21 inches 
and 18 by 24 inches. Backs are 10% inches high. 

Corner basins are 12% by 12% inches, 15 by 15 inches, 
16 by 16 inches and 19 by 19 inches. The standard height 
is 2 feet 6 inches. 

Water closets require a space of not less than 2 feet 4 
inches by 4 feet. 

Sinks of porcelain are 20 by 30 inches, 23 by 36 inches 
and 24 by 42 inches. 

Laundry tubs of slate or soapstone are usually 2 feet 
wide and 16 inches deep. Length of a two-part tub is 4 
feet and 4 feet 6 inches; three-part tub is 6 feet 6 inches 
and 7 feet.

Modern Office Methods Help the Contractor 


By Victor Lauriston 


OT long ago a small building contractor found 
his account for construction work on a resi- 
dence disputed by the owner. He had, so the 

owner alleged, failed to put in the cement floor for 
the basement; 8-inch base had been used where 12- 
inch base was promised; a promised plate-rail in the 
dining room had not been put on—and so on. 

“You promised to put them all in, and I’ll hold back 
your money till you do,” 

“They were discussed before I quoted my price,” 
returned the builder, in effect, “but they were not 1n- 
cluded in the figure I gave,” 

“They were. They were included in your letter 
quoting that figure,” insisted the owner. 

“Have you the letter?” 

“I—I guess I’ve mislaid it, but—well, I can swear

those things were all included in the specifications. 
I’ll go right into the witness box and swear to it.” 

“You'd better not do_ that, 
friend,” commented the _ builder 
calmly. “You mayn’t have the 
original letter, but I have my car- 
bon copy. If you don’t mind, we'll 
look it over.” 

The bluffer collapsed instantly, 
and wrote out a check for the 
amount in full. The builder si- 
lently congratulated himself that, 
on rainy days when he was an ordi- 
nary carpenter, he had seized the 
opportunity to learn to run a type- 
writer. 

For once that an out-and-out 
case of bluff is met with in the 
building business, there are a dozen 
cases probably where the objecting 
owner sincerely believes that he 
has not been given what the builder 
promised. Plain misunderstand- 
ings of this nature are all the more 
dangerous, in that both sides to 


such disputes are perfectly sincere and, in their sheer 
sincerity, are willing to go to law rather than yield 
their point. Human memory is exceedingly fickle, 
particularly in regard to technical details with which 
the average individual is unfamiliar. The carpenter- 
contractor who has written evidence to back up his 
claims will avoid many a regrettable dispute and many 
a lawsuit ; and the owner who has in his hands a type- 
written copy of the builder’s tender with full specifi- 
cations is far less likely to make unjustified claims 
or to misunderstand what the contractor has under- 
taken to do. 

Of course, practically all large contracting firms use 
modern methods, modern office equipment and modern 
record-keeping systems; but among small contractors 
there are still many who trust to long hand, and still 
more who rely on verbal agreements. These contrac- 
tors feel that with a small business a heavy invest-

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ment in office equipment is not justified. 

In a sense they are right. Modern equipment 
rapidly runs up into money. At the same time, one 
law suit regarding a comparatively small job will 
usually cost more than a very elaborate equipment 
of office furniture. 

This does not mean that the young contractor who 
is just graduating from his carpenter’s bench into the 
wider field should at once rush out and buy an office 
desk, a filing outfit, a protectograph, a swivel chair, a 
typewriting machine and a host of other things, and 
hire a stenographer and a book-keeper to look after

the details of his business. Far from it. But it does 
mean that the budding contractor will do well to 
give the office end of his business careful attention. 

I recall one young man who developed very rapidly 
as a contractor, just thru the possession of this 
business sense. He started with his trade as carpenter, 
plus larger ambitions. So, he looked ahead. He 
realized that to be a contractor on a large scale he 
must have a business equipment. He could not afford 
the time or money to attend commercial college, but 
with the assistance of a friend engaged in office work 
he, taught himself to operate a typewriter. He had 
the good carpenter’s skill in calculating materials and 
preparing estimates. 

When he took his first contracting job he bought a 
second hand typewriter and ran off the specifications 
in duplicate when submitting his price. In the com- 
paratively small town where he lived, typewritten esti- 
mates were a new thing then, even with the larger 
contractors. More than this, the young man had had 
neat letter heads printed with his name, address and 
business indicated. His office at that time was merely

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A Dining Room Interior

7° often happens that when a family moves into a 
new house they wish to use the old sideboard—an 
heirloom perhaps. Or it may be that Mrs. Owner 
wishes to buy a new buffet instead of having one built 
in. The dining room treatment shown is for just 
such cases. The fact is, that movable sideboards, 
either as pieces of furniture or as a part of the house 
furnished by the builder, are very much in vogue just 
now. <And they are of the long low type, without 
mirrors. When mirrors are used they are framed 
and hung detached from the sideboard beneath. 

The buffet shown here might serve as a model for 
the builder who wants to produce something different 
from the usual styles commonly seen, and who wants 
to build it without any unnecessary expense. There 
are drawers as usual. There is a top shelf that is 
usual except for the beveled edges. ‘There is a simple 
moulded rail at the back. There are side doors with 
plain leaded glass in rectangular panels that harmonize 
with the glass of the case above and with the win- 
dows. Behind these decors are the usual movable 
shelves. The corners of the buffet, however, have 
brackets that are not usual nor are they complicated 
nor difficult to manufacture. The large scale detail illu- 
strates in dimension the simple yet graceful form. 

Another detail is that of the brackets supporting the 
china-case above. At least two of them nearest the 
center should be framed into the wall to stiffen the 
case above. This case consists of five compartments 
with shelves behind leaded glass doors. It is housed 
back in the recess in the wall and becomes a perma- 
nent fixture regardless of the fate of the buffet 
below it. 

The oriel window has something of the English 
domestic feeling with its small casements and seat. 
The seat performs a practical function by concealing 
the radiator. The front of the radiator enclosure is 
brought out beyond the face of the plastered wall. 
This was desirable on account of the size of the radia- 
tor and the shape of the space under the seat, and to 
make it a slight architectural feature of the room. 
The corners of the seat are supported by brackets sim- 
ilar to those of the buffet, only smaller in scale. The 
front has louvres made of inclined slats fastened at 
the ends and placed to throw the heat outward. The 
open space at the bottom provides an intake for cool 
air from the floor and the slots at the top are addi- 
tional outlets. The top shelf is also beveled at the 
outer edge in keeping with the buffet top. 

The paneling of the walls results naturally from the 
use of a stock continuous moulding and the division of 
the walls by door and window openings. Some of the 
feeling of the popular formal dining room is obtained, 
but the sunken space for the sideboard, and the homely 
though refined china cabinet, and the casement win- 
dows and seats add a domestic air to the composition.

Talk No. 65.—Calculation for Small Factory Building 


THE BOSS TELLS ABOUT THE DESIGN OF THE 
A SMALL 


, 


6é NE of our brothers,” said the Boss, “has 
been asked by a concern in his town to lay 

out the interior framing of a small factory 

which is to be used for light manufacturing purposes. 
He wants us to help him in suggesting different meth- 
ods of construction, and show him how to apply the 
principles that we have covered in our previous talks. 
“He states that the footings and foundation walls 
are to be concrete, while the walls of the building 
will be of brick. These are to be taken care of by a 
local mason contractor. Our friend is to figure the 
size of all posts or columns, girders, beams, the thick- 
ness of floors and roof, and lay out the general interior 
arrangement. The business is of such a nature that

which fits his needs and his pocketbook the best. 
These types are as follows: 

“1. Heavy timber mill construction using timber 
posts, girders, beams, floors and roof. 

“2. Steel and timber construction with steel or 
cast iron columns or posts, steel girders and beams, 
and wood floors and roof. 

“3. Reinforced concrete columns, girders, beams, 
floors and roof. 

“T believe that the best way to handle this matter 
is to take each type in the order named and discuss it 
by itself. Today we will figure out the mill construc- 
tion type. Since we have described the meaning of 
the term ‘mill construction’ in detail in one of our 
earlier talks, it will not be neces- 
sary to repeat at this time. 

“We can plan to use either the 



































girder and beam, or ‘semi-mill’ 
type, or the laminated floor method 
of construction. We will show the 
‘semi-mill’ calculations first. 

“The spacing of the posts in the 
building will be as shown in the 
floor plan, Fig. 2. The main girders 
extend across the width of the

125 pounds per square foot of floor area is ample for 
use as the live load in our calculations. 

“The lot is of such a size that a building 66 feet 
wide by 126 feet long will be used. This building 
consists of two stories, each 12 feet high, and a 
basement 10 feet 4 inches from cellar floor to top of 
first floor. The roof will be flat with a slight slope 
to allow proper drainage. Figure 1 shows a general 
exterior view of the proposed structure. 

“This building can be designed in three different 
types in order that the owner may choose the one 


The spans next to the walls are 16 
feet from center of post to center 
of wall bearing, while the two cen- 
ter spans are 17 feet from center of post to center 
of post. 

“Along the length of the building the girders and 
posts are spaced 16 feet apart in all spans except the 
two ends, which are 14 feet from center of post to 
center of beam support at end wall. The beams 
shown in Figs. 2 and 3 are either supported on the 
tops of the girders, or hung in stirrups at the sides. 
In this latter method of support, the top of the beam 
is on a level with the top of the girder. One beam is

3ad railway crossings cause many serious and fatal acci- 
dents. Constructing the road with a decided rise or 
fall just at the track contributes largely to the danger for 
automobiles at such crossings; but this construction is com- 
mon where the railroad is above the normal level of the 
highway. 
question ; 


To eliminate all grade crossings is out of the 
therefore, efforts to decrease loss of life must 
be directed largely toward making necessary grade cross- 
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in saving many lives. Instead of the crest at the track there 
must be substituted a level section even tho steeper ap- 
proaches are necessary. In most instances a_ satisfactory 
profile can be obtained at a moderate cost. 


“The level stretch should begin at least 30 feet in front 
of the first rail. Since a railroad right-of-way is usually 100 
feet wide, the improvement might well extend for this dis- 
tance. Where the railroad fill is high enough to hide machines 
approaching from the opposite side, it is imperative that 
conditions be improved, for here there is the additional danger 
of two automobiles colliding. Road 
engineers are recommending a mini- 
mum sight distance of 300 feet at every 
point along the road. Especially is

Speed in Increasing the Seating Capacity 
of the World’s Largest Ball Park 


The American League ball park in Chicago, more fami- 
liarly known as the “Sox Park,” covering a ground area of 
approximately fourteen acres and having a regular seating 
capacity of about 29,000 has been widely heralded as the 
largest ball park in the world. In preparation for the recent 
world’s series games, beside the construction of 3,000 tem- 
porary seats, it was decided to increase the permanent seat- 
ing capacity by building 1,000 additional box seats around 
the front of the first floor of the grand-stand. This made 
the permanent seating capacity 30,000 and the temporary 
capacity approximately 33,000. 

Rapid construction was required as the entire work had 
to be completed in eleven working days. The work con- 
sisted in building four rows of box seats around the entire 
front of the grand-stand, 578 feet in length, the construc- 
tion of two new shelter houses, each 30 feet long by 6 feet

wide with walls 8 feet deep and a new front foundation 
footing 3 feet deep surmounted by a solid reinforced con- 
crete rail 3% feet high along the entire front of the grand- 
stand. A base for the concrete work was made back of the 
front footing by filling with cinders. All metal piping sepa- 
rating the boxes was set into the concrete and concreting 
was done in alternate sections to provide for contraction 
and expansion. 

The general contract for this work was let to Standard 
Concrete Construction Co., Chicago, who used for mixing

Long Distance Freight Handling by 
Motor Truck 

Highway freight trains are now running in the United 
States—running over country roads, from Akron, Ohio, to 
Boston, Mass., and return, covering a distance of 1510 miles 
in a week. 

Thus, what all the good roads propaganda for the past 
15 years has failed to achieve, the freight car shortage and 
a national crisis have accomplished. The public has been 
forced to make greater use of its greatest transportation 
asset—the country road. 

The truck line from Akron to Boston is being operated 
by the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. It is called the “Akron 
& Boston Express.” The present equipment consists of two 
White and two Packard trucks, of 1%, 3 and 5-ton capacity. 
It is planned to increase the equipment; and, according to 
J. L. Sydnor, the company’s efficiency specialist, additional 
trucks are already ordered.

A regular schedule is maintained. M. D. Scott, manager of 
garage, says they are usually on time. The schedule calls 
for the round trip (1510 miles) in less than one week. Mr. 
Sydnor says that the express companies do not deliver stuff 
as rapidly as that, and that the truck costs are competing 
with express rates. Tires are loaded for their eastern 
branches and cotton fabrics and machinery for their plant in 
Akron are carried on the return trip. Several trips have been 
made to Washington, D. C., with “war orders,” and good time 
was made. 

Messrs. F. A. Seiberling, president, and P. W. Litchfield, 
factory manager, are the instigators of the movement. Serv- 
ice was started last April and Mr. Sydnor hopes to continue 
thru the winter unless stopped by too much ice and snow. 
There is only 28 miles of unimproved road, which bothers 
considerably in muddy weather. The poor condition of some 
of the old wooden and steel bridges is another handicap. 
Pneumatic tires are used exclusively, at a greater cost per 
tire mile, says Mr. Sydnor, but with less wear and tear on 
trucks and roads. 

The country road is at last coming into view as “the rail- 
road of tomorrow.”—H. Cottn CAMPBELL.

Highly Developed Plant Produces 
Enameled Plumbing Ware 

In Kohler, Wis., the large plant shown in the accompanying 
view is located. This plant, which is that of the Kohler 
Company, well-known manufacturers of enameled plumbing 
ware, is an interesting study for the person who has an oppor- 
tunity to spend a day passing thru its various departments 
and tracing the manufacture of its product from the great 
pile of pig iron to the crated output on the shipping platform. 

It is an inspiration to anyone to watch the precision with 
which the numerous processes follow one another as the raw 
materials are formed into the beautiful, pure white ware for 
the kitchen, bathroom and laundry. At this plant the pig 
iron is handled by large electric cranes which, at the throw 
of a switch, pick up a heavy load with an ease that is almost 
uncanny. This pig iron is melted in the foundries to a 
blazing white and is then automatically poured into the great 
molds. All about this immense foundry there are automatic 
machines for handling the heavy castings. Large cranes 
swing the casting in its mold along to machines which strip 
off the parts of the mold and expose the gray iron shell. 
This shell is carried down the long room on a moving plat- 
form and is then slid into a specially built room where a 
powerful sandblast drives away all dirt and leaves the casting 
clean. It is then ground to an even smoothness, outside and

inside, under an abrasive wheel whirling at high speed. The 
casting is then ready for the enameling process. 

The enamel used in this process is the result of a large 
amount of research and experimental work. One of the 
departments of the Kohler plant is devoted to the preparation 
of the enamel, which is a very finely ground, soft, dry powder. 
The casting is heated to a white heat in a large furnace. 
Then a big fork pulls it out and the enamel powder is sifted 
on. The enamel fuses with the white hot iron, forming a 


protecting glaze. The piece then goes into the furnace again, 
it is removed and more enamel is applied and finally it is 
placed in the furnace for the third time, completing the 
process. During the time when the second coating of enamel 
is being sifted on a device is applied to the surface which 
incorporates the name Kohler in faint blue letters in the 
white enamel. 

During the entire process everything is carefully and criti- 
cally inspected by a force of men who work entirely inde- 
pendent of the production organization.

By the time the houses are built and the sewers have 
been put in, the interest to the owner has disappeared 
or his pocketbook has been emptied, and the result, in 
spite of careful attention to architectural details, is 
bare and disappointing. 
Number of Rooms in a House: 

The building of the six-roomed house seems to be 
a habit that is so firmly fixed in the minds of indus- 
trial managers, builders and others, that it has become 
like the “laws of the Medes and Persians, which can- 
not be altered.” 
chief demand is for five and four-roomed houses. 
And if the tenant has to occupy a house larger than 
he can afford to rent for his own use, he has to take 
in lodgers, which we have all agreed is such an evil 
and a social menace.

him in no return at all, and is money that is purely 
wasted. 

Building Regulations: 

In a good many of our cities burdensome restric- 
tions are placed on the building of small houses by the 
cast-iron regulations which we have to follow. 

I do not question for a moment the wisdom of 
extending the zones in which fireproof construction 
is insisted upon, but in these cases some latitude 
should still be allowed in the choice of material. We 
should not be limited to the inevitable brick wall if 
local conditions make the building of a concrete wall 
or tile wall cheaper. Some cities still call for a 12- 
inch brick wall, whereas for the two-story house, 8 
inches is thick enough, and is passed by most cities. 
Building regulations have not yet discovered the possi- 
bilities of reinforced concrete, and if walls are built 
of concrete they also have to be 12 inches thick. A 
6-inch concrete wall is perfectly satisfactory, and the 
houses we recently built at Donora have walls of the 
upper story 6 inches thick, and cellars 9 inches thick. 
A concrete wall, of course, has to be furred and plas- 
tered on the inside just the same as a brick wall would 
have to be, in order to eliminate the condensation of 
moisture on days when the humidity is high. 

Concrete being a comparatively new material for 
house construction, the tendency is to cover it up 
and make it look like something else. Stucco is hard 
to apply to a concrete wall, and is quite unnecessary,

with carborundum stone in order to give a perfectly 
even texture and color, which is every bit as satis- 
factory as the face of a brick wall. 

The hollow tile wall should not be less than 8 inches 
thick, and is being used extensively in better class 
residence construction. Hollow tile is a somewhat 
uncertain material to use, and it is necessary to exer- 
cise great care to see that well burnt hard tile are used 
and that all the joints are properly filled with mortar. 

If this is done and a portland cement stucco applied 
to the outside, the furring may be safely omitted on 
the inside, and the tile plastered direct. 

Where frame construction is permitted, the cheapest 
wall is, of course, the walls of 4-inch stud, lathed on 
the inside with wood laths and plastered, and finished 
on the outside with rough boarding and shingles. 
Clapboarding costs a very little more per square foot, 
but is usually painted, whereas shingles are often left 
bare, and the annual expense of repainting also has 
to be considered. 

Stucco has not been used much in workmen’s dwell- 
ings, but is desirable on account of the omission of 
the annual repainting. One of the troubles to be met 
with in stucco is the cracks which inevitably appear 
as the building settles. There is always a certain 
amount of shrinkage in the timbers of a house, and in 
the settlement which occurs, as these shrinkages are 
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made cracks are caused in the stucco, whereas, in 
clapboarded or shingled houses these do not appear. 
The use of stucco is attended with some difficulties, 
as it is not an easy material to apply. None but plas- 
terers who are expert at this sort of work should be 
engaged to apply it. 

Altho no accurate cost data can be given at the pres- 
ent time on the foregoing material, the following fig- 
ures are, however, given in order to indicate the rela- 
tive costs of these materials based on present prices. 

As prices do not vary consistenly, these figures 
may not hold good for very long. In certain localities 
where clay for tile making is abundant the prices of 
tile would be cheap and would indicate that this is 
the cheapest material to use. In other places where 
there is a good gravel supply right on the ground, the 
relative cost of concrete would be reduced. 

Assuming the cheapest construction a wood fram- 
ing, wood lathed and plastered on the inside and rough 
boarded and shingled on the outside as our standard 
or 100 per cent, the relative costs of various houses 
would be as follows:

The roof generally put on is the sloping roof; and 
the cedar shingle, while still in common use, is slowly 
giving way to other materials. Many cities have 
legislated against it, and as the asphalted felt shingle, 
which is a good deal more fire resisting, can be put 
on for about the same price, it is coming into general 
use. 

The asbestos shingle costs about twice as much, and 
is not so commonly used, altho it is probably more 
permanent than the asphalted felt shingle. Either of 
these two materials, however, have been in use long 
enough for us to form a final judgment as to their 
lasting quality. 

The flat roof boarded and covered with 5-ply built- 
up tar and gravel roofing is considerably cheaper than 
any of the preceding, but its appearance is so often 
objected to that it is not used very frequently. In 
localities where heavy snow is experienced it is not 
so suitable, especially if the roof is designed with an 
overhang that does not get the warmth of the house 
to melt falling snow. The flat roof should, of course, 
be furred on the under side so that a dead air space 
can be secured for insulation, and if this is done it is 
cooler in summer and warmer in winter than the slop- 
ing ceiling under the pitched roof that is usually put 
into the bedroom. Various types of “ready” roofing 
are used as substitutes for the built-up roof; but, on 
account of the difficulty in making good, water-tight 
joints, they are not much used in spite of their lower 
first cost. 

Wood lath and plaster continue to be the customary 
method of finishing walls and ceilings. There is no

fibre are offered as a substitute for plastering, but 
are not satisfactory for industrial homes. The cost 
per square foot is low, but the waste in cutting is very 
great unless especially ordered, and the result is often 
not a permanently satisfactory one. 

Another point in which our building regulations in 
most of our cities are unduly severe is the matter of 
plumbing. Specifications usually call for extra heavy 
soil pipe, whereas, standard weight is sufficient and 
where two houses are built side by side with kitchens 
and bath rooms on either side of the party wall, one 
soil pipe and sewer connection for the houses would 
be an economy that would not in any way make the 
house or plumbing installation less sanitary. In build- 
ing a row of houses it is usual to plan the bathroom 
and kitchen sink at the back of the house, so that the 
soil pipes come at the back instead of the front; and 
in such case it would be much better to run a drain 
pipe just outside the back wall of the houses with one 
connection to the sewer at the end of the row and put 
separate sewer connections under the houses for each 
house. Akron pipe could be used for this instead of 


iron pipe and a potential source of unsanitary condi- 
tion due to soil pipes going under the house would be 
eliminated. 

It is usual in building regulations to call for paving 
in a cellar.

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sity on soils where there is good drainage thru sand 
and gravel, even if the cellar is required. 

The size of rooms is frequently restricted by build- 
ing regulations which call for at least one room in the 
house to have an area exceeding anywhere from 120 
to 150 square feet, and that no bedrooms will have a 
less area than 90 square feet or a less width than 7 
feet. Altho in general these restrictions are desirable 
there are cases on awkward shaped lots where they 
work some hardships. 

The loads prescribed for floor construction by build- 
ing regulations are usually 40 to 50 pounds per square 
foot. Some cities run as high as 70 and even 100 
pounds per square foot, which are most unreasonable. 
I do not think, however, that less than 50 pounds per 
square foot is a safe load to allow for, because altho 
the average load on a dwelling house is under 12 
pounds per square foot, there is a possibility of much 
heavier concentrated loads sometimes being placed on 
the floor, as in the case of an auction sale, funeral 
or wedding. It is usual to prescribe a factor of safety 
of 4 in the figuring of floor timbers. I do not believe 
that this should be changed, because altho smaller 
floor joists would carry the load they would not be 
rigid enough to bear a normal load without some 
sagging and cracking of plaster ceilings below. A 
good deal of economy is always gained when a large 
number of houses are built at one time by one organ- 
ization.

prise that men as aggressive and enterprising as those 
engaged in the building industry should continue year 
after year, decade after decade, to submit to condi- 
tions which are enervating and hampering to growth. 
There is only one thing that is free and easy, viz., 
failure. 

I wish that you could have stood with me the 15th 
of November and watched the boys at the cantonment 
at Rockford. To the ordinary man who is accustomed 
to the ordinary slow movement of civil life, and the 
slow up building of our public school training which 
is about the only thing in the way of training that 
we have been acquainted with, it was a great revela- 
tion to note what had been done with these young 
men in such a short space of time. 

A lesson in unity of action was taught in a way 
that I had never had before. These men, whether offi- 
cers or privates, are going to come back into construc- 
tive and commercial life after the war with a force 
and a zip beyond comprehension. 

Each one will have a schooling that will make him 
a power along side of any of us fellows that have been 
either too old to go or too weak physically or too 
weak in the back bone. 

Every man that is not in the army must begin in- 
tensive training for himself today or he is going to 
be out-classed so very badly by these competitors who 
have had such magnificent training that he will not 
be able to hold his own. 


Dog in the Manger Type 

We in the building trade do not want to sit down 
and criticize these people; because we have been just 
as weak as they have. I want to ask every reader 
in the building line what he is learning from the les- 
sons of the war ?—and also do I want to ask him what 
he is doing to profit by the lessons of the war? The 
one big lesson up to the present minute has been that 
of necessity of co-operation. 

I want to emphasize for the 57th time the fact that 
the AMERICAN BuILpER has been preaching this propa- 
ganda of unity in the building industry and the need 
of co-operation thru some such medium as _ the 
Builders’ Club in each locality. 

All of us have a feeling of disgust at the insistence 
of each of the leaders of the various factions in Rus-

the living room of his own inconspicuous cottage ; his 
office equipment was just a second-hand typewriter 
and a few carbon sheets and a supply of printed enve- 
lopes and letter heads—but his show of modern 
methods where such things had never been known 
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before impressed the people to whom he submitted 
estimates. Estimates with complete specifications in 
typewriting—this looked business-like and progressive. 
It was not long before the newcomer in that particular 
contracting field was on a par with his older competi- 
tors in point of business handled. 

He did good work. That was a primary essential in 
any case. But the older firms also did good work. 
The young carpenter-contractor’s rapid advance must 
have been in a great part due to his adoption of busi- 
ness methods. 

Thus, when he promised anything verbally in con- 
nection with a job, he made a point of confirming the 
undertaking in writing. 
on a job. 


He never gave verbal figures 
Whatever cropped up might be discussed 
verbally at great length, but always there was the type- 
written, signed confirmation—and there was also the 
carbon copy in the contractor’s drawer, as protection 
against disputes. 

Similarly, in ordering materials, orders were always 
in writing with full particulars, and duplicates were 
always retained. 

Early in his experience, the young man decided to 
make his typewriter pay extra dividends. To this 
end he compiled a mailing list of prospective customers 
in town and throuout the surrounding country, and 
whenever he got a new job, he sent out a letter notify-

various goods. This policy has been broadened until 
now we are contemplating devoting a special room 
to displays at a number of the yards. Our branch 
managers go out among the farmers to sell these spe- 
cialties and this creates a market not only for these 
goods, but for all other materials we sell. 

“In addition to our permanent office displays we 
have exhibits at county fairs, carnivals and similar 
affairs. Last fall we had a large display at the Indus- 
trial Exposition of the Dubuque Commercial Club. 

“This publicity is supplemented by weekly ads in 
the smaller town papers and two or three ads per 
week in the larger papers. We also send out regu- 


larly a variety of circulars, bulletins and building plan 
books. 


Every Yard Has Adequate Cement Warehouse 

“We do not consider any of our yards complete un- 
less it has a cement warehouse that is adequate. When 
we buy a new yard, one of the first things we do is 
to erect such a building or put the old one in shape. 
All our warehouses are built on piers and adjacent 
to railroad tracks.” 

C. J. Spahn, the president, has developed a stand- 
ard cement warehouse design and the Spahn & Rose 
Lumber Co. has a reputation for maintaining adequate 
supplies in suitable warehouses at each of its yards.

used at the middle of each span and one at each post 
and wall. The loads from the beams at the ends of 
the girders are carried direct to the post or wall and 
do not add to the bending effect in the girder. 

“Since the center spans of the girders are 17 feet 
long, a girder large enough for this span will do for 
the end spans. This will make the spacing between 
beams 81% feet. If the floor planks are laid flat on 
the beams and are long enough to extend across two 
beams, breaking joints over the beam at frequent inter- 
vals, the length of plank to use in our formula for 
strength will be the distance between centers of sup- 
ports, or 81% feet. 

“To find the thickness of the floor plank, take a 
floor area one foot wide and 8% feet long, loaded 
with 125 pounds per square foot. This gives a uni- 
formly distributed load of 1,063 pounds. If this strip

matter what the shape is or how it is developed, the 
real question is how to develop the hip to coincide 
with it. The method is as follows: Select a floor or 
level space, on which lay off the full size of the run, 
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rise and desired curve for the common rafter, then lay 
off parallel lines with the seat, as shown, letting them 
extend beyond the curve for the common rafter, as 
shown. These lines do not necessarily have to be 
evenly spaced, say not more than 4 inches apart, and 
when the curve is receding it is well to have them even 
closer than that amount because the measurement 
checks, as we will show, will not be so far apart, 
thereby making the measurement checks more accu- 
rate for running the offhand curve for the correspond- 
ing hip. 

We are now ready to proceed with the measuring 
process as follows: First, measure the parallel lines 
with the standard rule from the rise line to the curve 
line of the common rafter; then go over the same line 
and measure off the same amount with the stretch 
rule for the desired angle and check. After thus 
measuring all of the lines, run an offhand curve thru 
the checks and the required curve will be defined for 
the corresponding hip. 

There is another problem in connection with the 
hip that should not be overlooked, and that is the back- 
ing of the hip. Someone has said that this is a lost art, 
and from long personal experience we believe the say- 
ing is not very far out of the way. 

Of course, in the case of the reasonably low, 
straight pitch, it does not matter so much when the 
seat cut is made to allow for the backing, that is, so

that the edges of the hip will be in the plane of the 
back of the common rafter, but this allows a hollow 
space between the roof boards and the top of the hip 
which should not be in a first-class job. 

In the case of the curved roof it is more of a prob- 
lem of how to find the backing line on the side of the 
rafter on account of the ever changing curvature of 
the roof, but this should not be allowed to worry 
one, as the amount to set off on the parallel lines is 
exactly the same on all the lines and by running off- 
hand curve thru these points will give the proper 
guage line on the side of the rafter from which to 
remove the wood to a center line along its back. 

The proportion is found in Fig. 1 as follows: Let 
12 on the tongue represent one-half of the hip’s thick- 
ness, then as the figures shown on the blade are to 12, 
this will be the proper amount to set back on the paral- 
lel lines to obtain the proper gauge line. Thus, for 
the octagon hip it would be practically five-twelfths 
of one-half of the hip’s thickness. For the square 
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corner it would be twelve-twelfths of one-half its 
thickness and for the equilateral angle it would be 
practically twenty-one-twelfths of half the hip’s thick- 
ness, which in this case is equal to 134 inches.

inches out from the face of the chimney breast. A 
space of from 2 to 4 inches should be left around 
the brickwork to separate it from all wood framing. 
This is very clearly shown in Fig. 4. The air space 
is a protection. If uneven settlement takes place the 
lath and plaster are on an independent framework and 
to that extent free from cracking. Metal lath is the 
proper material to use around all flues, both as a fire 
retardant, and to prevent cracking of plaster which 
may result from shrinkage of the wooden framework 
and wood lath which surround the chimney. 

Figure 1 illustrates a better method, that of filling 
the space with incombustible material. This is held 
in place by a strip of sheet metal at the bottom of the

becomes necessary to plaster directly on a chimney it 
is recommended to put asbestos board. back of the 
trim and flooring, and a fire protective material below 
between the floor framing and the brickwork. This 
is well illustrated in Fig. 3. 

A place often overlooked is in the attic where the 
chimney projects thru the roof. The section shows 
firestopping between the chimney and framing. When 
flashing is being considered there is nothing better to 
use than copper. It is true that it is somewhat more 
expensive than other sheet metals but it is permanent, 
whereas tin or sheet iron will rust out. It is difficult to 
replace a flashing after it has given out. Zinc resists 
corrosion well but melts easily, and in case of fire 
would quickly disappear leaving a draft opening 
around the chimney. This tends to spread the fire. 
For the same reason it is not wise to use lead flashing. 

There should be but one connection for each flue. 
This will prevent sparks passing from one opening 
thru another. On account of its ability to resist 
the action of heat and flue gases, portland cement 
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flues. Lime mortar disintegrates in time and is likely 
to fall out of the joints, choking the flue and pro- 
ducing holes thru which fire may originate. 

There are two other causes of fire which should be 
in the list of construction “DON’TS.” 

DON’T support a chimney on timber construction 
of any building, on floors, beams, wooden rafters or 
brackets, nor on inadequate masonry foundation when 
the chimney rests on the ground. Wooden construc- 
tion is certain to shrink, and beams carrying heavy 
loads always deflect in time. When settlement occurs 
such movement not only injures the walls and ceil- 
ings of the house, but is very likely to crack the chim- 
ney and render it dangerous. Such chimneys are 
always several feet in height above the roof and will 
sway in a heavy wind due to surface exposure and 
unstable support. This also tends to produce open 
joints at the roof line which is a most hazardous place 
for sparks to issue as they come in direct contact 
with the woodwork. <A small fire around the base 
of the support, be it on wooden or metal brackets, 
may drop the chimney and cause a draft for the rapid 
spread of the fire. 

DON’T place wooden joists in the wall of a chim- 
ney, nor studding, furring or other woodwork in con- 
tact with the wall of the chimney. As an added pro- 
tection a coat of cement plaster applied directly on 
such parts of the chimney as are to be encased by a

wooden partition or other combustible construction 
is recommended to help seal all possible openings in 
the joints. 

The principal conditions to keep in mind in build- 
ing a chimney are to isolate it as thoroly as pos- 
sible from all combustible materials, to build it as 
firmly as possible to prevent cracking from any cause, 
and to make the chimney as nearly a sealed passage 
for fire and heat as possible.

which protects the joint thru the roof from the weather 
is soldered on. Also the outer protecting pipe with its 
clay pipe lining, the whole to surround the stack where it 
goes thru the floor and the roof, is fitted with brackets 
to hold up the upper half of the pipe. The products 
are trucked to the buildings, where all that has to be 
done is to connect up the sections with each other and 
with the stoves. Each stove has a galvanized iron 
drum around it, arranged so that the maximum 
amount of air will be heated. Where the stack goes 
thru the second story floor also, the hole is cut several 
inches too large and fitted with a collar drum thru 
which heated air circulates into the room. 

The contractor whose organization was hired to 
handle this work as individuals is Joseph A. Nelson, 
of Boston. 
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As for the carpenter work, that was done in the 
ordinary way. After the sills or main joists were 
down, the cross joists were delivered by the unloading 
laborers exactly on the pencil marks where they were 
to go. All the carpenters had to do was turn them 
on edge and nail them. A gang of laborers under a 
foreman was attached to each general foreman of 
carpenters. Carpenters were forbidden to carry any 
lumber. They were supposed to use themselves and 
their tools in a more valuable way. Studding was 
framed on the floor and afterwards the whole side of 
the building was hoisted into place by stringers 
attached to the top. On some of the roofs there was 
a carpenter to every rafter, and enough left over to 
put the boards in place. The roofers were a separate 
gang. There was also a separate gang of form- 
builders for the concrete foreman. 
over and over again. 

The concrete superintendent put his twenty-two mix- 
ers in charge of one foreman, similar to the master 
of trucks. He had to see that the moment a mixer 
was thru on a house, the transporting gang was ready 
to move it to a definite next place. This made it pos- 
sible for the mixers to do about twice the ordinary 
amount of work. 

Doors were made in a special shop down beside 
the switchyard. Sash and windows were bought in 
car loads, all manufactured. Doors and windows were 
the only things painted.

Each superintendent of carpenter foremen had an 
inspector who immediately went over the buildings 
finished. Later a force of inspectors attached directly 
to the general superintendent of construction went 
thru to check the first inspector. The small defects 
thus listed were repaired by a special repair crew. 

Time was kept by one hundred timekeepers. One 
was assigned to each regular foreman, and was to 
follow him wherever he went. The half dozen time- 
keepers attached to the half dozen foremen under the 


same superintendent were looked after by a “squad 
chief” on a saddle horse. The foreman also turned 
in a report to the central timekeeper’s office. Unless 


his agreed with the timekeeper’s, both were looked up 
and the correct time found. 

Carpenters were paid on Friday for the week ending 
the preceding Tuesday; laborers on Tuesday for the 
week ending the preceding Saturday ; mechanics, water 
boys, timekeepers, on Thursday for the week ending 
the preceding Tuesday. 

To co-ordinate all the phases of the construction 
work thruout the camp, daily reports were made to 
the heads of departments by foremen. These were 
then tabulated by the superintendent’s office assistant 
and made into a report to the general manager. The 
figures of completed results were posted daily on 
various progress charts, some in the chief engineer’s 
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office, some in the office of the general manager. As 
these two offices adjoined, the general manager could 
at any time see exactly the amount of work done, in 
any department. Also, the slant of the curve gave 
him the present rate at which work was being done, 
so that if that department seemed a little behind, he 
could tell whether it could now be trusted to make up 
the deficiency by keeping up the same speed. If so, 
he let it alone. If not, he advised that they get more 
men. Also, by examining the difference between 
roughing work and finished work, he could tell whether 
the roughing was far enough ahead of the finishing 
to avoid collisions, and to enable reasonably good 
management on the part of the superintendents to get 
efficient results. 

For instance, one curve was kept of the number of 
buildings for which the foundation posts had been 
driven and cut off level, ready for the floor joists. 
From the beginning, this curve ran up fast. During 
the first of August it was about 325 houses ahead of 
the finished houses of the carpenters. Of course the 
carpenters had already been working on most of the 
remaining 325, but had not got the roofs on. This 
margin was ample, and did not need to be maintained. 
A week before the first of September, the date set for 
completion of the original contract, posts had been cut 
level for all the required number of buildings. This 
gave the carpenters a week’s margin, which was,

| according to the slant of progress they had been mak- 


ing for the two weeks immediately preceding, sufficient. 


| The value of these charts was especially evident coming 
_ into the home stretch, when anybody could see by 


looking at them that it was only necessary to keep 
on as things had been going, and the goal would be 


| crossed a little ahead of time. This saved anxiety and 


helter-skelter work which would probably have been 
inefficient and failed to produce the results. 

Among the curves kept to show speed was one on 
water supply mains per 1000 linear feet, divided into 
two class of 8-inch and over and 6-inch and under, 
totalling 61,000 feet of the former and 56,000 feet of 


| the latter; another for linear feet of electric wire 


strung, totalling in less than a month 470,000 feet; 


| the number of electric poles set, which average about 


100 poles a week. Among the charts of results 


| attained, kept by the number of buildings done, was 
| one for the electric light installations, divided into two 
| separate curves for the wiring and the fixtures ; one for 


service connections, divided into three curves for water, 
sewers and electricity ; and one for houses complete in 


| every particular. 


These charts not only showed speed and results 


| already attained, but they helped to get more results. 
| The fact that not the difficulties in the path, nor par- 
| tially completed work, but only results, showed made 
| each of them a never ceasing voice which called for 


results in spite of everything, not next week or at 
the end of the contract, but every day. And it was 
only by putting so much work behind them with the 
disappearance of every day these men could get the 
total work done. Without charting their course and 
setting up milestones, by which they could gain not 
only confidence, but knowledge that they were being 


| guided aright by the general manager who was at once 


hand on the wheel and a mechanician, and a clearing 
house for the brains of them all, they could not have 
come so swiftly thru the woods which was Ayer on 
the 19th of June to the vastly attractive wooden city 
which is now Camp Devens. 

In conclusion, the writer in self defense would like 
to ask the readers of this article not to adopt whole- 
sale on ordinary sized jobs the methods used on this 
camp. A contractor who should instali one of these 
methods life-size might find it too big for his job, 


_ like the man whose foot grew so big that when he 
_ went to kick with it was swung onto his back. Then 


he might remember the name of the writer of this 


_ article, and send a flame of cuss words to light on 
| his head. But there is food for thought in the camp
